LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS. 



Tlio business of the lloufit; yesterday wat 
moro (ban usually extensive. Wo hail u bom 
of returns asked from tho Goveraraont, soti.i 
of them useful und inexpensive, othors un- 
profitable and costly. Wo had a oommittee 
of three appointed by tho Speaker to take 
charge of the Estimates in order that, 
in the discussion on tho supplies, the tirao of 
the Houso might not be so extravagantly 
wasted as it was during last Eossion. Hitherto 
the great want in tbo Assembly, and one 
which brought forward the idea of the amal- 
gamation of tho Uppor and Lower Hou es, 
has been a moulhpioco ol the Executive 
Items made their appearance in the estimates 
which were either voted lor blindly or ex- 
punged without sufficient reason. Thor( 
was, in faet, no one to throw Ihe slightest in 
formation on the financial programme in it* 
detail, and the consequence was that the nine 
ol the Assembly was frequently taken up it) 
endless discussions on subjects, which, had 
there been proper information advanced, 
need not have occupied the attention ot the 
members for five minutes. Tho Commitlee 
appointed will endeavor to get tho lullest 
information on all matters connected with 
tlio estimates as well us with th« receipts and 
disbursements of the public monoy. The 
luttar it will be absolutely necessary to ob- 
tain, if the House is to proceed with any de- 
gree of care in n scliemo of retrenchment. 
At prese.it largo sums are voted for contin- 
gencies, and for mattcra exclusive ol estab- 
lishments; but the House can form no con- 
ception of the amounts really expended, or 
the sums really necessary. Mr. Duncan's 
motion yesterday to obtain these particulars 
with other information from the Executive 
was a very desirable one Tn tho abstract ; 
but it was thought that the expense and de- 
lays which would be ontailed by a direct ap- 
plication to tho Executive would bo saved 
by tbo appointment of a committee who 
would obtain personally all necessary inform- 
ation ftom the various departments. We 
feel certain that tho Executive will give the 
cotnmitteo ovary lucility for obtaining this 
desired information, and thus avoid the no 
cessity ol the calling for elaborate returns 
by the House. 

Tho reciprocity resolution, introduced by 
Dr. Powell, brought on a somewhat lengthy 
discussion ; but the Houso was unanimous in 
favor of the prinoiple, and the resolution was 
carried. It wus carried, however, more as a 
matter of form, simply showing that the 
House sustained its former position, than as 
a means to accomplish any particular result. 
All tbo action which could be taken on the 
subject has been taken on it, and we tneruly 
now await the determination of Congress. 
What that determination will bo a lew 
months will decide ; but we can neither 
hasten uor allect the action of the politicians 
at Washington. Tbo British Minister has 
got his instructions long sineo to use every 
means to obtain a reciprocal treaty with the 
North American colonic-", and our fate hangs 
on that result. If the treaty is refused then 
our application falls to the ground, and wc 
shall have to wait on union of the colonics, 
before wo of the Pacific can reasonably con- 
tend for reciprocity with our California :u;d 
Oregon neighbors. We do not think, how- 
ever, it will coino to ibis. Wo believe wo 
shall have a treaty ; but we hope that it will 
be a treaty that will prove in all respect. - 
beneficial to the productive interests of the 
colony.

MINES RICH AND EXTENSIVE. 

Advice from a Prospector. 

Tho following highly gratifying letter 
written in the Gorman language, and kindly 
trauslated for ua by Messrs. I'iper & Alieky, 
iias heon received front a thoroughly reliable 
source, tho writer being an intelligent und 
most trustworthy man w ho has just returned 
from the Big Bend country, aud is 60 fully 
impressed with the richness and extent of 
tho mines that he i* unxious to nee all his 
friends participate in thu good thiugs in 
store for thoEC who will visit the country in 
the Spring. It will bo seen that his party 
Will leave us early as Iho first week in March, 
ir this news docs nut bring the Germans up 
from California we do not know what will. 

Lttton, Deo. 21, i860. 
J hereby inform you concerning my journey 
to Big Bend, where 1 have prospected for 
two months on French Oceelc aud lound good 
prospects. I will sti\y hero during the wiuter, 
where we hove come 10 kill time, und build a 
boat to cross the Shuswap Lake with about 
300 lbs. ot provisions for the mines. From 
there we intend to proceed with sleighs ucruss 
tho divide to the Columbia Hiver. Wo have 
to go twenty miles up the Columbia River 
and ten miles Irom there to Freneh Creek. 

Tho diggings are the best 1 ever prospected, 
und every ono that was there snys the same. 
It is a very large mining district with many 
creeks. In four different creeks very good 
prospects were found. If you want to try 
your luck again in the mines — come. I think 
the mines are Jar richer Ihun Cariboo ever 
was. There were abuuT 100 men in the mines 
who could prospect but liillo, as there were 
no provisions und the miners had to live 
partly upon berries und fish. Give my best 

respects to my friends, , and tell 

them to come up here, if they want to try 
tbeirluok in the new diggings. II you want 
to come buy your crop at Furt Yale and send 
it to Cook's Ferry, from there we will take it 
in our boat. About 400 lbs. of provisions to 
the miner is sufficient. Crowbars and sledge 
hammers are very necessary. There is 
neither grub nor tools in the mines. Don't 
neglect to ho here by 1st March. Those who 
coma first will have the best chance to se- 
cure good claims, provided they havo pro- 
visions enough. Lot me know as suou as 
.possible if you are coming or not.

The Attorney General having opened Iiis 
case, called two ludiun witnesses, ono of 
I whom was the constable who arrestod Iho 
I prisoner and brought him to Nanaimo. 

After a patient trial, his lordship read a 
portion of his notos to tho jury aud explained 
lo them the points thoy had to consider in 
rendering thoir verdict, regardless of what 
the consequencos might be. 

Tho jury, after a short consultation, brought 
in a verdict of ouiLTy, with a recommendation 
tt morcy. 

The judge suid he should tuko care that 
tho recommendation wu6 forwarded io the 
proper quarter, where it would no doubt ro* 
coive every consideration. Ho then assumed 
the black cap, and tho prisoner being asked 
what he had to say why the sentence of the 
Court should not be pronounced, replied : 

That tho old man hue 1 taken his brother- 
in-law's lile, and he was nfraid ha would take 
his, so ho shot him. Ho was urged to do it 
by his friends." 

His lordship then caused ihe prisoner to 
UDdoratand that il was his duty to pass sen- 
tence of death upon him, but that the recom- 
mendation of the jury would bo tho means of 
saving the prisoner's life, and he would he 
imprisoned al the pleasure of her Majesty.

THE ARSON CASE. 

Maurice Carey appeared in the dock for 
sentence 

On being asked by the Registrar if ho had 
anything lo say, 

The prisoner replied that ho had much to 
say why sentence should not bo passed upon 
him. Ho hoped to convince the court und 
gentlemen engaged against him that he was 
innocent, but by tho advice of his counsel he 
had placed the matter in the hands of the 
authorities. 

His Lordship then addressed the prisoner 
as follows:— Prisoner nt the bar: after all 
that two earnest and able Counsel could say in 
your favor, and after the anxious and careful 
consideration of your case by the jury, you 
have been found guilty of the crimo of arson 
— a verdict I am bound to say in which 1 en- 
tirely concur. No reasonable mind which 
has listened to the evidence can entertain the 
slightest doubt of your guilt. There is no 
doubt whatever, that either to repair 
your broken fortunes or from some 
other motives, you conceived the scheme 
of burning dowu your premises and thus 
defrauding the Iusuranco Company, — a 
purpose you nearly effected, regardless of 
the destruction you might tiring on your 
fellow citizens, aud it is to be hoped without 
full thought of the peril to which you exposed 
thorn. Tho object of your punishment has uo 
relation to the person, but to deter others and 
to secure the safety of society, and your pun- 
ishment is to he mitigated or increased by the 
nature of the offence nnd the degree of dread 
imposed on society by the action. In a 
city like this, builtalmost wholly of wood, the 
peril was most serious. I should be 
abandoning my duty if I did not make an 
example of you, to deter others from crime, 
aud create a sonsc of security of life and 
property. Nothing has been urged iu mitiga- 
tion of your offence, but I myself have made 
some inquiries, und tind from the police that 
you have hitherto borne a fair character. 
That will have tome influence in yo^r favor, 
hut I cannot allow it to havo much weight, 
lest in being too lenient to you I might en- 
danger society. Under theso circumstances 
however, the Court will pass a less severe 
sentence than it is empowered to do. Had 
there been anyone burnt in the house you 
would have lost your life. As it is, the high- 
est punishment for your otfeneo is penal 
servitude for lite, but I am able to Inflict a 
less severe sentence. The sentence of the 
Court is that you be confined iu penal servi- 
tude for five years. 

The prisoner reoeived tho sentenua without 
displaying emotion. 

THE POLICE CASE. 

RlcPherson vs. John Eagin — Assault. — 
This charge, it will ha remembered, aro-o out 
of the recent extraordinary conduct of a po- 
licemac who, while on duty, forcibly entered 
a dwolling houso on Fort street, and roughly 
assailed the proseoutor with his baton. 

Mr. MoCroight, instructed by Mr. Court- 
ney, appeared lor tho accused. 

Mr. McCreight applied to the court before 
Eugin was arraigned to allow the accused to 
ellect a compromise, the Attorney General, 
prosecutor and witnesses consenting. The 
case was one ol common assault and the law 
sanctioned such r. courso. Tho improper 
conduct of tho accused had boon already 
severely punished by tho stoppage of his pay 
and dismissal from the force. Air. MoCreight 
urged in extonualion of tho circumslunce that 
the night was very cold and Eagin had been 
taking a glass with a friend in a private 
houso. The sudden transition from a warm 
to a cold room seemed to have affected bis 
head in a manner that was rather indicative 
of Bobtr than intemperate habits, and Eagin 
boie a very good character in tho lurce. 

The Attorney General, in answer to the 
Courl, said that ho had no desire to press the 
Case if the prosecutor und witnesses were 
willing to accept a compromise, but tho police 
magistrate had deemed the case sufficiently 
serious to send il up to a higher court. 

His lordship asid the magistrate had ex- 
ercised a wise disorotiou in sending tho case 
up lor trial. Ho had read the depositions 
and know Iho naturo of tho oflence, which 
was a peculiar one, und to uso the character 
of a policeman, charged with proeerving tho 
public peace, for breaking it in any way, was 
calculated to bring the forco into con tempt . 
He entertained groat doubts whether tho 
courl umlui thu circumstances ought to 
sanction a compromise, and ought not to 
suffer the case !o proaoed in the ordinary 
way. Felony could not bo compromised ; 
some misdemeanors might. As the case was 
put bolero him, however, bearing in mind tho 
good character borno by the prisoner, the 
punishment he had uliendy sustained and tho 
othor circumstances advanced, tho court was 
willing that the prisoner should bo allowed to 
ccmpromiao, and ho was therefore discharged. 

THE RAVINE MURDER. 

Regina vs. Jim alias Ah'Claxta—Murdtr. 
This Indiau who bolougs to Thompson River, 
was arraigned on an indictmont charging 
him with tho willul murder of Charley, an- 
other Thompson River Indian, in a collar 
bordering on Iho ravino. 

Tho chargo was preferred in consequence 
of the vordiol found by the jury at the Coro- 
ner's inquost. 

Mr. King, without the aid ol a solicitor, 
gratuitously defended the prisoner by direc- 
tion of tho Courl. 

Some delay took place owing to llicro bo- 
ing no interpreter. 

His Honor commontod upon tho delay to 
the public business occasioned by his orders 
not being complied with in respect to pro- 
viding interpreters to assist tho Court und 
apologised to iho jury lor the trespass on 
their patience. His Lionor thought tho busi- 
ness might bo got through with tho exception 
of the caso for ombozzloinont. 

One of tho jurors (Mr. Fawoott) asked 
whothor they would havo to sorvo again tho 
next day. 

His Honor— I am afraid you are too in- 
telligent gentlemen to part with. (Laugh- 

Auothor juror (Mr. Dnuiol)— My Lord, 
this is my socond day. 

JLUb Honor— We will toe what wo outi do 
for you, Sir. (Laughter.) . 

Tho Attorney General opened iho case on 
behalf of the Crown, briefly and fairly ula-

I did not tell 
him there was a suspicion attached to him 
when I questioned him. 

George, nn Indian boy, sworn— Recoiled 
Charley now dead ; lust saw him ulive ubout 
a month ugo with a boy called Jimmy: 
know tho prisoner; last saw bim wulking 
with deceased about 7 o'clock in the oveu- 
ing; wituess, prisoner, Jimmy nnd deceused 
purchased a bottle of rum Irom a wliitomau ; 
ihey went under a house that had been 
burnt on Johnson street and drank it; the 
murdered man fetched another bottle of rum 
und they drank il up in the same cellar ; saw 
Jim propose to fight Charley and take off 
his coal, but Charley stood still ; they quiet- 
eel Jim, gavo him back his coat and witness 
went away about 10 o'clock leaving Jim 
there ; he had 011 grey trowsers, a white 
shirt and black coat; he was sober; saw no 
knives or instrument. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Ring — Tho f„ur 
who wero together drank indiscriminately as 
they wished out of both bottles. 

Joseph Dennis, sworn — Am a laborrr ; re- 
member seeing the prisoner Thursday night ; 
about o'clock ho had on n black coat, dark 
pants and u white shirt ; he was sober und 
went out of Monk's bake house where wo 
worked together ; he camo lo work tho next 
morning about 0:30 in liquor ; ho had on 
similar clothes to the night before ; the shirt 
hud blood about tho collar ; he took it off, 
rolled il up in another shirt ; he had a blue 
shirt underneath ; I asked him what lio hud 
been doing, he icplied " Ilalo cufflftM !" ho 
took the shirts away to a Chinaman, 

Ueonje recalled— By tho Court— Charley 
came up to his (witness's) shoulders; 
Jimmy was about 20 years old aud vary 
short; prisoner was much the tallest ol tho 
lot. 

By the Jury — Am mysolf 80 jears of age. 
(Laughter.) (The witness was a youth of 
about 16 ) 

Mr. McKay, interpreter, inlormed tho jury 
that the Indiana had no idea of their own 
ages. 

Sergeant Ferrall deposed lo the boy Jimmy 
being ubout 12 yoars old and small in stal- 
uro ; ihe deoeased was about 16 years of age 
and about five feet three or four inches in 
height ; the prisoner he thought was about 
five feel uine ur ten inches. 

Tho Court was here kept wailing for a 
material wiluess named D'l.eroguy. 

Tho Judge expressed indignation at tho 
conduct ol the witness and said it was well 
that witnesses should know their liability for 
commitment ior contempt. In a case ol life 
and death liko this it was not only a gros9 
v.olation of public duly in any wituess to 
absent himsoll when wanted, but it was also 
unjust nnd inhuman. 

Jose Carlos D'hertguy, sworn — Was on 
Johnson street on Thursday evening in front 
of the Royal Hotel tap opposite the burnt 
building ; I heard a noise in tho buildiu", 
hollo wing and tumbling liko men fighting ; 
the noise stopped suJdcnly and 1 saw two 
Indians emerge from the collar ; it was after 
nine o'clock ; one Indian was short the olhor 
about a head taller ; Iho tall one came out 
first with a piece of candle which ho blew 
out i t the bead of the stairs ; he was dressed 
in while shirt, dark pjnta, the short 0110 had 
ou dark clothes ; they both started up Johu- 
son street aDd the tall ono fell iu front of 
Dobrin's store; they wero laughing and 
turned down Store street ; tho tall ono was 
about the sarnu stature as prisoner ; the 
short ono about Ibe same as "the witness 
George. _ 

Cross-examined by Mr. Ring— Saw them 
across tho stroc' : : wee a dark night. 

By iho Court— •,. hen thoy passed Dobrin's 
store, which was lit up I could distinguish 
their dress and fig.ire, but no; sulficieut ol 
their faces to describe tliom ; prisoner looks 
very much liko tho tall ono, but could not 
swoar to him. 

This closed the caso Idr tho prosecution. 

Mr. Ring made an impressive address lo 
the jury, pointing out clearly the want of 
identity und other doubts in which the 
chargo was enshrouded and urgiug a mercilul 
view ol tho case in giving tho prisoner the 
full benefit of the doubt. 

His Honor iu summing up analysed Ihe 
whole ol tho evidence, very carefully point- 
ing out where he considered it strongly bore 
upon Ihe presumed guilt of the prisoner. 

The jury wero absent for about half an 
hour and returned a verdiot of Not Guiliy. 

Tho prisoner was accordingly discharged. 

Tho Court was adjourned until ten o'clock 
this morning.

Highly Interesting Diary. 

[from the nanaimo oazrtte.] 



THE NANAIMO 

[Conclude,: J 
The next day we took iu wood enough lo 
bring us to Port .Simpson, and on the fol- 
lowing morning started in the face of 11 h avy 
north-east gale for Fort Simpson, where «c 
arrived at 1 p.m. ; in three minutes ufter 
the boats were out and 120 lars ai d marioes 
were landed, and in an hour or two secured 
Bomo live or six notorious characters, amongst 
whom wero a chief, charged with retaining 
a slave contrary lo Ihe law ol Ureal Britain : 
and the wife {aged about 12) of "Sebastopol," 
und her mother, tuken us accomplices of the 
husband nnd son-in-law. One very notorious 
character, well known to be the murderer of 
Lewis, some four or live years ago in a schooner 
and also of gome lour or five Indians within 
tho lust two years, and known by tho cog- 
nomen of Lequon, rather astonished those 
wdiu were not acquainted with Indian ohurac- 
lor. As we had hunted snrnu minutes .or 
him in his own house And could not find him. 
suddenly an apparation appeared in a brown 
dressed deerskin jacket, red bazo liousers, a 
lace all colors of I e rainbow, headdress tho 
caput of an overgrown doe with ihe ears 
slicking out like those of the " grandfather ol 
stupidity." Leaping Irom an obscure corner, 
bounding into air, and alighting in the very 
midst of the marines, something in tho style 
ol Piinlaloon announcing " Here wc are ;'• 
but. unfortunately lor bim he found himself 
amidst an audience v. ho desired 10 partake in 
the play, and bofore he h;id time to look round 
for nppioval a marine wus on each side ol 
him, and after a diligent search of his person, 
they produced a largo couteau ile chase, while 
two others hud their rifles at tho " present " 
aimed at Ins bead, sviih orders 10 shoot il he 
roristed. Finding resistance in vain, he 
quietly gavo up his knife and wen! on b< aid 
with the rest. The Indians throughout 
seemed to lake a very sensible appreciation 
ol the warlike appearance of the big force el 
British tars und marines and made no resist- 
ance, I rested that night wiih Mr. Modal! in 
tho Fort, and 1 am sure all on board will con- 
cur with 1110 in saying he left nothing undone 
to aid in our mission ur supply our wants, 
At about 10 p. 111. tho whole camp and Fori 
wero quickly aroused by the Clio speukiug 
quietly with those deep buss voices ol her's on 
tho drum healing to quarters, which innocent 
amusement hud the salutary effect ol making 
tho Indians believe that the shot prepared for 
them hud been withdrawn from Ihe gnus and 
that the powder was discharged in an awe in- 
spiring manner. Next morning wo weighed, 
and bid (I hope; a long farewell to Fort Simp- 
son, and in spile ol 11 heavy soulh-ciist gile 
and thick weather, made our way lo tho Mis- 
sion again, when Mr. Duncan had more conns 
to hold, and convicted Iho man ki cwn as 
Sebastopol, who bears on his back the marks 
of tho knout, and two or three bullet-holes 
received under " Old Nic," In Ihe Russian 
war. At the Mission Wo took in somo 11)2 
cords of wood, payment for which will enrich 
iho Metlakatlaha foi some lime to 00,110, much 
to Ihe delight of Mr. Duncan, who oanuol be 
said to bo ignorant ol the value of dollars and 
cents— nor his disciples cither. Before taking 
leave of Metlakatlah, I should give some ap- 
ount of it, and really too much cannot be said 
of the orderly, most cleanly, and decorous be- 
havior of the inhabitants— such a vast differ- 
ence between it and other places where In- 
dians reside — houses well built, toads equal 
to the Esquimalt road, the dresses of tho In- 
habitants (I won't call them aborigines.) 
equal to what one might sou un Sunday about 
10:30 oil Douglas stieot, moving towards tho 
Iron Church. Here we can also nee youths 
aud boys amusing themselves with tho fly 
polo, while if thoeyu is turned across the hay 
tho quiet lilllu graveyard moots our viow 
In another direction Ihe pretty little schooner 
Carolina (her unfortunate Indian captain in- 
jured himself just before our arrival und died 
during our Blay there, though in good health 
wdieu piloting U10 pinnace lo Port Simpson,) 
lays anchored in u. small oovfl oil' the Village, 
keeping guard over tho Eagle and Nonpareil. 
In iier trim, neat appearance ami new paint, 
oue can imogino her moral superiority bvor 



her iniquitous companions. Toko a walk 
near the church und you may boo the mighly 

chief of Fort SimpSCn (Legaic) standing under 
the poroh of his woll-built houso, ornamented 
with lancy casing around whom tho guttem 
should he, but uro not, und also around the 
eavos- Legaic I why, 1 remember you myself, 
some ten years ago, the terrifying murderer 
ol women as woll us men, now lamb-led by the 
affectionate hand of Christianity — a church- 
going example — an able ally of the Temper- 
unco Society (though not having signed tho 
pledge of either tho worthy Boatswain or 
Gunner of tho Clio — the reformers of sundry 
tipsy shipmates). In iho centre of the vil- 
lage — it being built in tho ahupe of the lottor 
L — wo can seo a pretty little mast with its 
rigiting and the proud ensign of England 
Healing from iho truck, which was kindly 
built by und is a memento of the visit of H. 
M. S. Devastation, surrounded by what will 
ultimately bo the repository of such churao 
tors as the masters of tho Eagle und Nonpa- 
riel or iu plainer words the gaol, which is lo 
bo surmounted with guns ( for salute or pro» 
I teclion; commanding the front of both aides 
of the village. But now comes Ihe building 
of all others most worthy ol note— ihe resi- 
dence of Mr. Duncan — equal in stylo and 
appearance to any plaoo building iu Victoria 
with ibi guidon in iront, its store, and brick 
ohimnoys — all thu wooden material sawn and 
planed by Indians ; its brieht hearth, with 
table spread with well baked bread and but- 
ter, goat's milk, preaorvod ginger, and other 
delicacies; i'a well-dressed servant girls 
spreading the table-cloth and other European 
necos'nriea — and the future home of the cler- 
gyman and ady, the latter expected by next 
sleamer. i) diind this building stands Iho 
church, with its bell summoning a flock ol 
3U0 or -100 quiet persoiiN, slowly isaning from 
all sides and taking their places on tho scats, 
the men on nno side, tho won; in on the other, 
while Iho young sat in the centre, and opened 
tho service with singing, worth traveling all 1 language- 
Iho distance to hear. Alter which a\\ bend Private I, 
the kueo, and prayers, both in English nnd 
Cbimpsean, aro offered by Mr. Duncan. Af- 
ter the sermon, all in good English, thoy say 
"Good eight, sir," and retire. It would 
occupy too much space to say all I know of 
the Mission, so without saying further than 
that it possesses a sandpit, a largo garden, a 
large wooden barricade to prevent the inroads 
of Ihe sea on its front street, and gardens 
attached lo each house, I must say farewell 
to Motlakallah, and wish it all prosperity and 
welfuro : but we mud also thank Mr. Duncan 
lor his hospitality an I the guard ol honor 
drawn up to reoeivo Cupt. Tumour, whom I 
had the ploB9UIC to accompany. 

Next morning, fully bent ou being al Na- 
naimo on Christmas day, wo started, and in a 
dense snow siorm steamed away, making our 
ten knots an hour, till wo anchored in Lowe'B 
Inlet for ihe nighl. Next morning proceeded 
early on our way southward, experiencing 
a very severe northerly gale, but reached 
Carter's Hay, and found it a good unchorago. 
Next morning weighed again, and with a fair 
wind steamed along cheerily, arriving at Ihe 
entrance lo Queen Charlotte's Sound ulioul

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teamed through ut lull speed, and at 10:30 
anchored off Fori Rupert. Ou landing we 
found that Iho slewurd of Mr. Compton (a 
Chinaman) had hung himsoll sinco our last 
visit. An Indian from Nawilta had been 
murdered by the Fort Iiuperl t: ibe nnd his 
people had refrained from retaliating at the 
request ol .Mr. Compton until the arrival ol 
Captain Tumour, lo whom they desired to 
submit iheir complaint. We ulsti learned from 
late papers that un Indian seized at Cape 
Mudge lor the Thorndyko murder, had been 
apprehended, and fortunately tho man Frank 
(an Italian) taken at Killimat, is a witness 
against him. Tiie Chinaman accused him- 
self of having committed murder at Cariboo, 
and said lhat the ghosts of his victims haunt- 
ed him continually, and he desired to gat a 
passage down to Victoria by the first chance, 
which was promised him by Mr. Compton, 
(nil ho hung himself by ihe bell in the 
kitchen ere Ihe opportunity was afforded. 
Next morning the pinnace and two cutters 
went u-hore lo demand the murderers, but 
met with obsliuala resistance Irom tho In- 
dians, who camo boldly up to tho men and 
officers in luge numbers, brandishing their 
muskets, firing them in tho air, swinging 
axes around, and showing largo knives. 
Thoy refused lo givo the meu up, and threat 
e-ned to fire the Fort and to light the crew 
of Ihe Clio- When ibe boats returned an 
hour niter, the ship came closer to tho 
village and opened liro on it, throwing 
shot and i-hell amongst the villagers. Tho 
Indiuns look refuge) behind the Fort in num- 
bers, but did nut lire on it us thoy bad threat- 
ened, therefore, according to orders, the 
marines on the Fort did not fire upon them. 
After some few rounds the Indians gave in, 
hauling down four flags which they had de- | 
defiuntly raised, and hoisting a white flag in 
their plucc, but though Mr. Compton urged 
them to give up Ihe three murderers, Ihey 
relusod. The Clio hauled off again to a more 
suitable berth lor tho night. We ascertained 
that u man and his wife wero severely con- 
tused by the bursting ol a shell in one ol the 
houses. I saw a shot strike close to the 
man who wus hoisting the whito flag, but he 
appeared as unconcerned as possible, neither 
looking to tho right nor lo tho left. Having 
permission to remain ashore all night, I spent 
an auxious lime, as the Indians were on the- 
alert all night removing their property from 
their h itises and knocking at Iho Fort gales, 
endeavoring lo induce us to sally out to get 
Ihe men we wanted, us they said Ihey were 
in a oerlain houso. So doubt ihey wauled 
us us hostages had we been fools enough to 
have gone out, but the knowledge) that they 
were packing oil their valuables was sufficient 
to show they wero prepared to light on iho 
morrow. Tiny require a salutary lesson not 
to play wiib a man-of-war as they boasted 
ihey were doing prior to the shell coming 
amongst them, and saying that they hud seen 
plenty of mon-of-wur who always threatened 
them, but none ol them ever fired on thorn yet. 
They will not forget the Clio, however. It 
is the firm beliel ol men who know the In- 
dian character well that a severe lesson— no 
hall measures— but shf.rp chastisement ad- 
ministered iu earnest on ono tribe alone 
will strike a puiiio among nil Iho others and 
save Ihe constant excitement and trouble 
connected with Indian outrages and audacity. 
Kindness and forbearance Ihey cannot under- 
Bland. Mr. Compton uud Mr. Moss (Indian 
agenl und deputy collector for British Co- 
luuibiy), both used thoir earnosl entreaties 
to li.u Indians to submit, and explained the 
consequencos, but only received for anuwor 
" that they would wail until llio muu-ol-wur 
should go away when ihey should hnve an- 
other firing al the Fori. 1 ' Next morning early 
three boats, with tars and mnrinos, were 
landed in charge of the First Lieutenant, with 
the second and fourth to assisl, whs required 
the Indians todo what was demanded o; ihem, 
and on Ihuir flatly refUB;ng, nothing more wus 
said, but to work thoy went, and in a vory 
few minutes tho camp was on fire. The In- 
dians, dolormined lo resist our demands, had 
buried most of their valuables under ground 
during Ihe nighl, inside their houses, und 
consequently lost most of their winier pro- 
visions. After firing a portion of iho camp, 
tho demand f'nr the prisoners and tho whis- 
key was reiterated, untl as sternly refused, 
though under thu penalty of having the re- 
mainder ol Ihe houses burnt, and tho canoes 
brokeu. Hall-an-hour was allowed, and on 
u, report being given at its oud, the flames ol 
the burning village again ascended. In 
searching tho lodges a good quantity of rum 
was found uud destroyed. Tho Indians, 
however, still obstinately refused to givo up 
the remaining two prisoners (I should have 
mentioned that the oilier one wns given up 
ut an early period of tho occurrence, who is 
supposed to bo innocent himsoll ol having 
perpetrated thu minder, though no doubt aii 
accessory, We noxl camo to Ihe dostruotinn 
ol ihe canoes, n deed which affoots deeply the 
avaricious mid miserly heart of tho Norlh- 
Wost Indiuns, viewing ihem ua ihey do us 
iho representatives of so many warm blankets, 
cans ol liquor, ,v-o. Still they stoutly relusod 
to give up Iho culprits. So wo had to single 
out six or Bovou prisoner!) us hostages for the 
good behavior Of thu rest, us well ua a last 
ehunee lor thorn to deliver up the two lor 
whom they had Buffered so much; but ihuir 
obstinacy ruled their judgment, und Iho Olio 
left curly next looming, having done what
